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Prologue 

It was a long time ago, . .only five 
months after the Civil War ended. . . that 
the first class of only four students en- 
tered Port Huron High School. 

Four years later in 1869, this class 
was graduated as the first in the now 
more than 100 years of history of Port 
Huron High School. 

The Class of 1968 is the centennial of 
the school. It is in commemoration of 
this event that this book is published. 

Port Huron High School is rich in 
traditions, memorable in the achieve- 
ments of its graduates, and glorious in 
its growth. 

All this and more are recorded in 
the following pages that tell the story of 
Port Huron High School. 


Port Huron High School

THE first school building in Port 
Huron was probably built prior to 1840 on 
a site almost in the middle of Court Street, 
just East of Seventh Street, There was no 
regularly organized high school at that 

time, but those who had the inclination 
were taught such subjects as botany, 
French and German by the teacher in 
charge outside the regular work. The 
teachers were Mrs. Jane Follensbee Stew- 
art, Mr. John S. Crellin and Miss Eliza- 
beth Atwood. 


Coincident with this school was one 
on the North side of Black River called 
’’Crawford's School”, after the man who 
taught it. There was great rivalry be- 
tween those two schools. The South Side 
School burned in 1859. 

Prior to 1867, the two schools on 
either side of Black River were independ- 
ent of each other. They were consoli- 
dated in 1867 under the superintendency 
of Caroll S. Fraser. In his report to the 
Board of Education for the year 1869- 
1870, Mr. Fraser listed the following de- 
partments: High School, North Gram- 
mar, South Grammar, A and B divisions 
of North Primary, South Primary and 
Fourth Ward. 

The Third Ward School constructed 
in 1870, on the site of the present Com- 
munity College, contained in addition to 
classrooms, a library, reading room and 

a laboratory. Also a number of rooms 
were used for the county offices in 1871 
when the county seat was moved to Port 
Huron from St. Clair. The building 
burned in 1873. 

In 1868-1877 there were, in addition 
to three high school teachers, Mr. Ma- 
gill, principal, and Miss Helen Boothby

the preceptress. The principal's salary 
was $1000. 00 per year. 

A student could choose one of the 
two courses, English or Classical. The 
Classical course was preparation for the 
Classical course in the University. The 
course objectives were to induce habits 
of thoroughness, inquiry and to prompt 
the mind to independentant original think- 
ing. French and German were electives 
in the third and fourth years and required 
a fee of $1.00 per year. It was not until 
1893 that these two electives became a 
regular part of the curriculum when phi- 
losophy, moral science, and astronomy 
were discontinued as separate subjects. 

There were 64 students enrolled in 
the high school in 1868-69 school year. 
The senior class had four members. Re- 
quirements for graduation were, "that 
pupils completing either of the prescribed 
courses of study would receive a diploma 
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or certification of graduation from the 
Board of Education . . " Examinations 
were given twice each term by the Super- 
intendent. 

In Mr. Fraser's report of 1868, there 
was referance to the activities of the 
Reading Circle and the Debating Club. 
The Debating Club consisted of gentlemen 
only. They met every Friday evening. 

In 1874, a new five story brick build- 
ing was erected on the same site. This 
building was used for grades as well as 
high school. This building was also de- 
stroyed by fire in 1906. 

The Board of Education constructed 
a new modern building in 1908 at a cost of 
$120, 000. 00. This building occupied the 


same site as the two former high school 
buildings. In 1925, an addition was made 
to the high school. The same year the 
old civic auditorium on Broad Street was 
bought and rebuilt for a gymnasium 
and auditorium. The high school complex 
was now valued at $420, 665. 00. With in- 
crease of enrollment over the years the 
high school building was vacated in favor 
of a new modern one story complex which 
was started in 1955. The new Port Huron 
High School was located on a 45 acre plot 
on the western edge of the city. This new 
building cost $1,800,000.00. The student 
body moved from the old building to the 
new building at the mid-semester break 
in 1957. At that time, it would have been 
difficult to imagine that in just a few 
years this beautiful building would be too 
small.

Continued population growth required 
drastic measures to be taken to relieve 
the pressure in the Intermediate Schools. 
Ninth grade students were sent to the high 

school. In 1962 Port Huron High School 
went on double sessions. School started 
at 7 a.m. and ran until 5:30 p.m. The 
high school student population reached an 
all time high of 3585 in 1964. 


During the period of double sessions, 
a new sister school was being constructed 
at the north end of the city. Port Huron 
Northern High School opened her doors in 
February of 1965. Some seventeen hun- 
dred students moved into this beautiful 
new building thus allowing both schools to 
return to a near normal school day. 


Since Port Huron Northern High 
School was not yet accredited by the 
North Central Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools , the seniors from 

Northern joined the seniors from Port 
Huron High as one graduating class. The 
combined class nximbered 706 students, 
the largest ever to graduate from Port 
Huron High School.

How many students have graduated 
from Port Huron High School in the last 
100 years you ask? From 1869 to 1914 
there were 987 students graduated. Al- 
though we do not have an exact count of 
graduates since 1914, a reasonably accu- 
rate count indicates that 13740 students 
have graduated. Then we add to these 
numbers the Centenial Class, the total 
graduates will exceed 15,000 students.

Twenty Years Ago 


In September 1883, a fair-sized group 
of more or less youthful boys and girls, 
having satisfactorily completed the work 
of the A Grammar, now known as the 
eighth grade, were entitled to admission 
to the high school. Two, I remember par- 
ticularly, who with hands clasped to sup- 
port their faltering courage, approached 
with awe and trembling the sacred pre- 
cincts of the truly great. There at the 


threshold of their high school careers, a 
mean remark nearly caused tears and al- 
most resulted in the abandonment of that 
career. A senior, who from his superior 
height, observed with astonishment and 
wrath the coming freshmen, said: ’’Well, 
if they are going to start an infant class 
here, it is time I got out. ” 

In those days the session room of the 
high school occupied only the north room 
on the third floor of the present high 
school building, then known as the Third 
Ward School, where seventy-eight seats 
afforded ample seating capacity. Prof. 
Harry J. Robeson, the superintendent of 
schools, had his office in the little room 
at the east end of the main hall, and there 
in five or six book cases was also housed 
the Port Huron Public Library. A great 
change for the better, is it not, the pres- 
ent magnificent library building with its 
thousands of volumes arranged in system- 
atic order on its spacious shelves? 

The faculty consisted of no more than 

three Mrs. Andrus, principal; Frank 

McNamara and Miss Jennie Sweetser. 
Mr. McNamara remained with us but one 
year, finding the pursuit of the law more 
congenial, and he was succeeded by Mrs. 
S. A. Crane, whose face has become fa- 
miliar to every student of the high school 
from that day and generation even into 
this. 


Too much cannot be said of the ster- 
ling qualities of Mrs. Andrus, as princi- 
pal, and the influence for good she had 

over our lives. Her’s was a noble Chris- 
tian character, endowed with ripe schol- 
arship, and infinite patience, and unflag- 
ging zeal. Kindly words of encourage- 
ment helped on many a faltering worker 
or stinging rebukes of scorn spurred on 
the indifferent drone. She seemed to 
realize that boys and girls are endowed 
with life and energy, and if some of the 
energy popped out at inopportune moments 
she was always ready to forgive. 


Mi)5s Sweetser and Mrs. Crane were 
both successful teachers and under their 
watchful care were developed scholars 
who won renown at the University and in 
later life. Their long and successful ca- 
reers as teachers are well known to all 
who may read this and no words of mine 
can add to their fame. 

Mrs. Crane occupied the recitation 
room off the session room, where she 
dispensed mathematics and kindred bran- 
ches of learning. Miss Sweetser held 
fourth in a make-shift room at the west 
end of the corridor and there the flower of 
Port Huron’s youth learned to decline 
amo, amas, to conjugate Greek verbs, 
and to read French novels. Across the 
hall in the south room was the A Gram- 
mar, while in the room below that Miss 
Fannie Smith guided through the B Gram- 
mar scholars whose parents she had 
taught in the years gone by. Students 
came from all over the city at that time to 
receive instruction in those grades, there 
being no seventh or eighth grades in the 
other buildings. The remainder of the 
building was occupied by the intermediate 
and primary departments and often in the 

warm June weather it was possible to 
hear come droning upstairs the chant in 
unison c-a-t, cat; d-o-g, dog as the little 
ones below imbibed the rudiments of 

learning. So it was possible for a third 
warder to go from the ’’baby-room” 
through the high school, all in the same 
building. 

There were no distinctively high 
school organizations twenty years ago; in- 
deed, if a criticism of the school may be 
made, lack of organization was its chief 
fault. Football elevens and baseball nines 
were unknown but the exercises we ob- 
tained sawing wood or cultiv^ating gardens 
preserved us in health and strength. No 
house of representatives held its sessions 
and settled the momentous questions of 
the day; no oratorical contests took place, 
where the budding Demosthenes decided 
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the question of superiority, and were 
chosen to represent the school at the state 
contest; no embryo journalist chronicled 
in black and white the doings of the stu- 
dents and immortalized the witty sayings 
of faculty and school. None of the classes 
organized; in fact, none but the seniors 
know whether they were freshmen, soph- 
omore, junior or hybrid. In consequence, 
the pleasant social gatherings throughout 
the year and the June hop, every year 
growing in magnificence, were not. The 
graduating exercises, though in former 
years a prominent feature of the curricu- 
lum, had fallen into disuse and at the con- 
clusion of your four years' work, we were 
called into the superintendent's office and 
presented with the reward of our labors. 
No speeches were made, no songs were 
sung, no bands played, but quietly and un- 
ostentatiously we were launched, to prove 
the worth of our builders' cunning. You 
may think perhaps this is a dismal picture 
I am drawing, but subsequent events show 
that the standard of scholarship was just 
as high as it is now and that, after all, is 
the true end to which the high school 
course should lead. We attained that end, 
studying as diligently and as faithfully as 


now, though, it may be, under less pleas- 
ant surroundings. 


The personnel of the student body 
was much the same as at present, being 
drawn from all walks of life. I dare say 
they worried and annoyed their teachers 
and being reprimanded were truly repent- 
ant, but when the reproof wore away 
straightway forgot their contrition and 
worried them again. They were lazy or 
energetic, bright or dull, studious or in- 
different, but, on the whole, they were an 
honest, self-reliant set of boys and girls, 

with good, clean minds, in good, clean 
bodies, and they have made good, clean 
citizens. To mention some of their names 
would be to name some of our prominent 
^i^i^ens, leaders in the city's thought and 
action, with minds eminently fitted by 
their school training to cope successfully 
with the trials of a business or profession- 
al career. And I think that most of them 
if questioned would freely acknowledge the 
benefits acquired by their high school 
work. 


Graduates Since 1869 


When pondering over the problem of 
who should be included in an article follow- 
ing up graduates since 1869; who had a- 
chieved distinction or gained a position of 
prominence, the list became so long that 
only a small number could be considered. 
There were many, many graduates of Port 
Huron High School who became doctors, 
dentists, lawyers, teachers, engineers, 
businessmen and good solid contributing 
citizens to this community and other com- 


munities throughout the country. Space 
prohibits including these many people. No 
doubt many very colorful personages have 
been omitted but we have endeavored to 
call to your attention just a few. 


We have been able to trace back to 
1869 the first four graduates of Port Huron 
High School. 
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The Class of 1869 


Among the first graduates was James 
J. Atkinson who enlisted in the army at 
the age of sixteen. He served under Gen- 
eral Thomas and General Wilson against 
the Confederate General Hood. One of his 
assignments was to obtain fresh horses. 
These he acquired from surrounding farm- 
ers, from horse drawn street cars in 
Nashville, and even from a circus. At- 
kinson attained the rank of lieutenant and 
later served Sheridan and Custer in Tex- 
as. During this time he participated in 
the fourteen day march to San Antonio 
where the Third Regiment was doing pro- 
vost duty for the winter. They were later 
removed to Victoria where he was mus- 
tered out of the service in May 1866. At 
the time of discharge, age nineteen, he 
had attained the rank of adjutant. 

Returning to Port Huron, Atkinson 
resumed his studies in the former Wash- 
ington School located on Seventh and Wall 

Streets. As valedictorian of his class, 
he was the first to receive his diploma at 
the exercises held in Washington Hall lo- 
cated on the second floor of the Stewart 
Block. An admission of twenty-five cents 

was paid by anyone wishing to attend the 
exercises . 


James Atkinson went abroad the sum- 
mer after his graduation. In 1871 he was 
graduated from the University of Huy in 
Belgium. Following this he attended the 
University of Innsbruch in the Tyrol, Aus- 
tria. He also studied law at the University 
of Leipzig. Returning to the United States, 
he was admitted to the bar in 1874. Atkin- 
son had a long and successful law practice 
in Detroit, specializing in admiralty and 

real estate cases. He died in Detroit at 
the age of ninety-two, seventy-one years 
after receiving the first diploma ever is- 
sued by Port Huron High School.

Alice E. Skinner was also a member 
of the Class of 1869 and was hired to teach 
in the new high school building. This was 
the first high school building to be erected 
at the site on Erie Square where Port 
Huron High School existed for many years. 
Miss Skinner was paid a salary of $280. 00 
per year. Later she married John W. 
Porter whowas a prominent and success- 
ful banker. 


Another graduate of the Class of 1869 
was William J. Boyce. After graduation 
from high school he became associated 
with his father, S. L. Boyce, who oper- 
ated a hardware store on Military Street 
between Pine and Water Streets. The 
name of the operation was changed to S, L. 

Boyce and Son and at still a later date to 
Boyce Hardware Company. Mr. Boyce 
enjoyed many years in a successful busi- 
ness career which served Port Huron 
well. 


Following in the footsteps of his fa- 
mous pioneer doctor father was Charles 
B. Stockwell who was a member of the 
class to receive diplomas in 1869. Dr. 
Charles B. Stockwell is appreciatively 
remembered by some o^’ the older Port 
Huron citizenry of today. He enjoyed 
many years of dedicated service to this 
community. 
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Louis A. Weil Sr 1896 

Mr. Weil was one of the first recip- 
ients of the Distinguished Citizens Award 
established by the Port Huron District 
Foundation in 1964. Mr. Weil will be re- 
membered as a newspaper publisher and 
civic leader. His newspaper career dates 
back to 1896. He was the founder and long 
time editor of the Ximes Herald. In 1950 
he observed his 50th year as a newspaper 
publisher. 

Mr. Weil believed in the people and 
community in which he lived. He was in- 
strumental in bringing industry, hospital 
service, and employment to his city. In 
1950 he received a citation from the Re- 
tail Merchants Division of the Chamber of 
Commerce. This citation spoke his creed 
as it cited his interest in the common 
good and general welfare of the citizens 
of Port Huron, the unselfish devotion of 
his time, efforts, knowledge and resourc- 
es to the industrial, moral, social and 
financial development of his city and his 
services as a loyal, capable, courageous 
and unselfish citizen. 


Among his efforts were the part he 
played in keeping for Port Huron, the 
Grand Trunk Car Shops which burned and 
were to be located elsewhere but were fi- 
nally rebuilt here; bringing Mueller Brass 
Company to Port Huron; helping to pro- 
vide hospital service; leading the move- 
ment to build the Blue Water Bridge. He 
was also responsible for establishing the 
Michigan Public Works System; assisting 
in organizing the Old Newsboys Associ- 
ation, Community Chest, the Port Huron 
District Foundation, St. Clair County 
Crippled Childrens Society and many 
others . 


Mr. Weil will always be respectfully 
and affectionately remembered. 



James Edward O'Sullivan-1896 

James E. O'Sullivan was the son of 
James O'Sullivan, one time mayor, city 
councilman and prominent pioneer con- 
tractor. "Jim" was sent to the University 
of Michigan and upon graduation opened a 
law office in Port Huron. James also 
worked in his father's Quay Street office 
and gained experience in building. Later 
he moved to the state of Washington where 
he taught school. 


After his father 's death in 1915, James 
O'Sullivan came back to Port Huron to 
take over the management of his father's 
business. He erected a number of build- 


ings which included the Mueller Metals 
Company plant, sub-station for the De- 
troit Edison Company, additions to the 
Diamond Crystal Salt Plant and the St. 
Clair High School. The experience he 
gained in engineering, estimating, finan- 
cing, and supervision of construction, 
stood him in good stead. 

Back in Washington state, a group of 
people had begun a campaign to boost a 
dam to give water where needed, a dam 
across the Grand Coulee. Newspapers 
picked up the idea and enblazoned it on 
the front pages. 

James O'Sullivan returned to Wash- 
ington, pushed the idea, and became very 
much involved in the plan. He had often 
thought it a good idea and had invested in 
a book on dam building which he mastered. 
O'Sullivan stood with the engineers high 
over the Columbia River surveying the 
site of the proposed Grand Coulee Dam. 
All of the others in the party scoffed at 
the idea of a dam there and went back to 
their hotel. O'Sullivan, though a bit dis- 
heartened, took from his car the book on 
dams and by the bit of light from under 
the dashboard, reviewed again the prin- 
ciples of dam building. He was sure he 
was right and went forward. He enlisted 
the aid of the best engineers of the coun- 
try; he interested presidents, cabinet 
members, senators, and congressmen. 
He fought private utilities, editors, poli- 
ticians, and chambers of commerce. He 
suffered untold and unbelievable hardships 
and disappointments, yes, even ridicule 
from both friend and enemy, but through 
his efforts. Grand Coulee Dam became a 
reality. 

Honors came to him at last when, by 
an Act of Congress, one of the irrigation 
dams was renamed O'Sullivan Dam in his 
honor. A photostatic copy of this act 
bearing the signatures of President Tru- 
man, Speaker Martin, and the late Sena- 
tor Arthur H. Vandenberg from Michigan, 
was presented to O'Sullivan by Secretary 


of the Interior, Julius Krug at Ephrata on 
O'Sullivan Day. 

James O'Sullivan died about a year 
later in 1949. Grand Coulee Dam stands 
as a monument to him. 


Admiral Fred Sherfflan-1904 



Fred Sherman received his B.S. De- 
gree from the United States Naval Acad- 
emy in 1910 . He was graduated from the 
War College Junior Course in 1925 and 
from the Senior Course in 1940. He was 
rated a naval officer in 1936. 

During World War I he commanded 
theU. S. Submarine 0-7 and became com- 
mander of the air craft carrier Lexington 
in 1940. He was commanding officer at 
the Battles of Bougainville, Solomons and 
Coral Sea. He was made rear admiral of 
the Pacific Area Task Force in 1942-1944. 
He was appointed commander of the First 
Carrier Task Force in July 1945. 

During his career he was awarded the 
Navy Cross, Nicaraguan Campaign Medal, 
World War Medal, National Defense Med- 
al, Distinguished Service Medal, and the 
Asiatic Pacific Campaign Medal with 
twelve bronze stars. 
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Harold Yance-1907 

After being graduated from high 
school in 1907, Mr. Vance went to work in 
the E. M. F. Company Shops, producers 
of auto parts. Shortly thereafter the E. 
M. F. Company was purchased by Stude- 
baker Company and moved to Detroit. Mr. 
Vance went with the company as produc- 
tion manager, worked up through the ranks 
to the position of president, and later 
chairman of the board of directors. At 
this time Studebaker had moved from De- 
troit to South Bend, Indiana. 

During World War I, Mr. Vance was 
in the service of the United States as a 
production supervisor in steel. 


John McKenzie-1908 



John McKenzie was graduated from 
Port Huron High School in 1908 and four 
years later he received his Baccalaureate 
Degree from Olivet College. In 1912-1913 
he taught school at Munising, Michigan 
and from 1913-1917 he was a teacher in 
Indianapolis, Indiana. 

In 1917 Mr. McKenzie enlisted in the 
army, went to Fort Sheridan for training, 
and in 1918 he went to France to serve his 
country in World War I. 


After returning from Europe, he 
worked for Toledo Scales and Westing- 
house. In 1921 he was married to Vinnor- 
ma Shaw. Mr. McKenzie decided to con- 
tinue his work in the field of education and 
accordingly entered the University of Chi- 
cago to get his Masters Degree. He wrote 
his dissertation on The Junior College 
which was, at that time, a new innovation. 

In 1923 John McKenzie came back to 
Port Huron to become the first Dean of 
the Port Huron Junior College. From the 
first enrollment of only twenty students 
and housed on the fourth floor of the high 
school, it has never stopped growing. It 
would be difficult to measure the service 
his interest, courage and enthusiasm 
rendered for the people of Port Huron and 
the surrounding area through the estab- 
lishment of the Junior College here. 


In 1935 and 1936 Dean McKenzie was 
given a leave of absence and organized 
fourteen C.C.C. Camps in Illinois and 
Wisconsin. Again during World War 11 
his country needed him and he was sent 
to the Island of Trinidad. He was dis- 
charged from the army in 1945 as a Lieu- 
tenant Colonel and resumed his work as 
Dean of Port Huron Jxmior College where 
he served until the time of his death. A 
former student and co-worker said of him, 
"I sensed in the everyday life of the insti- 
ll 


tution, the Dean’s dedication to two car- 
dinal principles: high standards and stu- 
dent welfare”. Later this same person 
stated, ”It was his dedication which placed 
Port Huron Junior College in front rank 
as an institution of high standards”. 

Dean McKenzie was active in com- 
munity affairs, in veterans’ affairs and in 
his church. Port Huron and the area 
served by the now St. Clair County Com- 
munity College owe a big debt of gratitude 
to John McKenzie. 

Dr. Katherine Chamberlain 
-1909 



Dr. Chamberlain 


Dr, Chamberlain was graduated from 
Port Huron High School in 1909. She was 
graduated from St. Clair County Normal 
and taught English in grades seven and 
eight in the Washington School in 1910 to 
1912. She attended the University of Mich- 
igan, receiving her A.B. Degree in 1914, 
her M.A. Degree in 1919 and her Doctor's 
Degree in Science in 1924. 

During the school year 1914-1915, she 
taught mathematics in Saginaw; 1915-17 
she taught mathematics in Port Huron 
High School, and from 1917 to 1922 she 
taught chemistry and physics in North- 
western High School, Detroit. 


Dr. Chamberlain joined the Wayne 
State University faculty as an instructor 
in 1924, became an assistant professor of 
mathematics in 1925, and an associate 
professor of physics in 1927. In 1945 she 
was appointed professor of physics at 
Wayne State. She was a member of the 
first National Advisory Committee of the 
Phoenix Project at the University of Mich- 
igan and wrote and published two books on 
photography. 

It was while she was on the faculty of 
Wayne State University that she spent the 
academic year 1925-1926 at the University 
of Cambridge, England. In her lifetime 
Dr. Chamberlain met many prominent 
people, among them Madame Currie. 

Dr. Katherine Chamberlain retired 
in I960 after thirty six years on the fac- 
ulty at Wayne State University. She is 
now Professor Emeritus at Wayne State 
and recently demonstrated her continuing 
interest there by turning over to that uni- 
versity, stocks valued at approximately 
$15, 000, subject to life income. 

We are indeed proud of Dr. Katherine 
Chamberlain. 


A. Ross MacLaren-1910 

After graduation from high school in 
1910, Ross MacLaren went to the Univer- 
sity of Michigan where he received his 
degree in mechanical engineering in 1914. 
For the next seven years Mr. MacLaren 
worked successively at Ford Motor Com- 
pany, Packard Motor Company and Ce- 
ment-Solvay, all in Detroit. 

Coming back to Port Huron in 1921, 
he taught mathematics at Port Huron High 
School for two years and then joined the 
faculty of the newly established Junior 
College where he taught mathematics, 
physics, and engineering drawing. Mr. 
MacLaren returned to the University of 
Michigan for his M.A. Degree and in 
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1928 was made principal of Port Huron 
High School. In 1935 he resigned as prin- 
cipal of the high school to return to his 
classroom work at Port Huron Junior 
College. 

In 195 3 Mr. MacLaren was appointed 
Dean of Port Huron Junior College from 
which he retired in 1957. After retire- 
ment he taught physics and mathematics 
in St. Clair High School and from Septem- 
ber I960 to June 1961 he taught in Curry 
College, Massachusetts. 

In addition to his industrial and edu- 
cational interests, Ross MacLaren was 
District Governor of Rotary International, 
Past Commander of Port Huron Com- 
mandery Number Seven Knights Templar, 
member of the Urban Renewal Commis- 
sion, and on the Board of Goodwill Indus- 
tries and Visiting Nurses. 

It is interesting to note that to date, 
Mr. MacLaren is the only Port Huron 
High School graduate who became both 
Port Huron High School Principal and 
Dean of Port Huron Junior College.

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Arthur Bu(kridge-1915 

After graduation from high school in 
1915, Mr. Buckridge entered military 
service and served during World War I. 
Upon returning home he worked for the 
Port Huron Times Herald where he says 
he got his start, and for Mueller Brass 
Company where he remained one year. 


Mr. James L. Ludlow, Director of 
the Chamber of Commerce, needed an 
assistant secretary. This position proved 
to be fine training for what was to follow. 


Going out on his own now, Mr. Buck- 
ridge became manager of the Merchants 
Retail Business Bureau in Saginaw, Mich- 
igan, for two years. Following this he 
became executive vice-president of the 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania Credit Bureau 
where he remained for three years. He 
then went on to New York City, New York 
and became executive vice-president of 
the Greater New York Credit Bureau 
where he remained for twenty years. 


At this point Mr. Buckridge had in 
mind establishing a credit bureau of his 
own and while he was considering this he 
received an offer from Memphis, Tenn- 
essee to revitalize a much run-down or- 
ganization there. He accepted the chal- 
lenge and made the Memphis Credit Bu- 
reau one of the finest. He was executive 
vice-president there for twenty years and 
though semi-retired, he is still senior 
vice-president of that organization. 


During his career he has been presi- 
dent of the state organization in Michigan, 
Pennsylvania, New York and Tennessee. 
He is also a past president of the United 
States Credit Bureau. 


Evangeline Lehman -1915 

International fanne came to Evangel- 
ine Lehman Dumesail as a singer and 
composer. She was a graduate of Oberlin 

Conservatory of Music, Oberlin, Ohio. 
Miss Lehman sang with the Detroit Sym- 
phony and, after her marriage to Mr. 
Dumesail, went to Europe. She was a- 

warded the Cross of Chevalier of the Le- 
gion of Honor in France, in 1940, she re- 
ceived an Honorary Degree of Music from 
the Detroit Institute of Arts. 

Harold Avery Carlisle-1917 



Admiral Harold Avery Carlisle was 
graduated from Port Huron High School in 
1917 . After graduation he entered An- 
napolis and was graduated from the acad- 
emy in 1921 following which he took a one 
year post graduate course in engineering 
at Columbia University. 

During his service in the Navy he 
climbed steadily until he attained the rank 
of admiral. While in the Navy he was 


privileged to commission the heavy cruis- 
er Albany and take her on her shakedown 
cruise. Admiral Carlisle retired from 
the navy in 1951 at which time he went to 
work for the Foods Machinery and Chem- 
ical Corporation where he worked as a 
liaison between the company and the navy. 
He retired in 1961 and lives in Los Altos 
Hills, California. 


G. Carlton Hill-1920 


After high school, Mr. Hill studied 
at the University of Michigan and was 
graduated. He worked in the Continental 
Commercial Bank in Chicago and the 
Union Trust Company in Detroit. He left 
Detroit to join the staff of the Fifth-Third 
Union Trust of Cincinnati, Ohio. He re- 
mained there until he became its presi- 
dent and in 1965 chairman of the board of 
directors. 


Though he was a superb banker, he 
had other interests such as being director 
of Kroger Company, director of Kelsey- 
Seeley Company and others. 


In January 1968 he received the Great 
Living Cincinnatian Award from the 
Greater Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce 
for his civic and business activities. He 
is honored today by the people of Cincin- 
nati for the time and talents he gave to 
community activities. 


State Supreme Court Judge, 
Eugene F. Block-1921 



Judge Black was graduated from Port 
Huron High School in 1921. Following his 
graduation he attended the Detroit College 
of Law for one year. Scholarships and 
federal funds were not as plentiful then as 
they are now so Eugene F. Black found it 
necessary to go to work. He was fortunate 
to be able to work and study with Judge 
Shirley Stewart. At that time it was pos- 
sible for young men to study with an estab- 
lished attorney and receive a license to 
practice law upon passing the State Bar 
Examination. This Eugene Black did in 
1925. After passing the bar examination 
he joined the law firm of Judge Stewart. 

In 1953 Duncan McColl was elected to the 
Circuit Court bench but never served be- 
cause of his rather sudden illness and 
death. The various Circuit judges in the 
area gave St. Clair County some service 
but in 1954 Governor Williams appointed 
Eugene F. Black to finish the term through 
1955 . In the Spring of 1955, Judge Black 
ran for the office of Supreme Court Judge 


and was elected. Judge Eugene F. Black 
has been our Supreme Court Judge ever 
since. 


Judge Black makes his home in Port 
Huron. He and Mrs. Black are the par- 
ents of two sons and a daughter. One son 
is following in his father's footsteps, 
namely the legal profession. Judge 
Black's father, too, was an attorney. In 
fact. Judge Black is able to trace his le- 
gal profession ancestors back to Scotland. 


Morgoret Stevenson-1927 



After high school, Miss Stevenson 
went to Michigan State University where 
she received her B.S. Degree in 1931. 
She returned to Port Huron to teach in the 
high school and devoted most of her time 
to the teaching of chemistry though she 
was versatile enough to pinch -hit where 
needed such as teaching sewing, German, 

or mathematics. Margaret received her 
Masters Degree from the University of 
Michigan. 

She was always a dedicated teacher 
and very much interested in the success 
and achievement of her students to whom 
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she devoted hours of extra time. Miss 
Stevenson was also interested in the class- 
room teacher. She was president of the 
Port Huron Teachers' Club 1940-1941; 
president of the Port Huron District of the 
Michigan Education Association 1941-1942: 
Chairman of Region Six of the Michigan 
Education Association; served on the 
board of directors of the M. E.A. and be- 
came director for the State of Michigan 
in the National Education Association. 

In 1951 Miss Stevenson left her teach- 
ing post in Port Huron to accept a position 
in Washington, D.C. as Associate Exec- 
utive Secretary of the Department of 
Classroom Teachers of the National Edu- 
cation Association. Since that time she 
has become the executive secretary and 
still holds that position. 

Her work takes her to many teacher 
groups throughout the United States and 
even into foreign countries. Miss Steven- 
son's personality, her spirit, her dedi- 
cation to the cause of education, have 
made her outstanding. 

Robert Thom-1932 

After graduation from high school, 
Robert Thom went into business in the 
art world. First he worked for others 
and finally and very early became the 
founder and co-owner of the Acme Sign 
Company. He did art work for the Chev- 
rolet Company also. He studied at the 
Fine Arts Institute in Columbus, Ohio, 
and under Robert Brackmann at Noank, 
Connecticut. 

In 1945 he opened his own commer- 
cial art studio in the Guardian Trust 
Building in Detroit. During this period in 
1945 to 1954 he did, among other things, 
his series on "Americanism" for the Bohn 
Aluminum and Brass Corporation, which 
was used in national advertising and ap- 
peared in the Saturday Evening Post . Mr . 
Thom closed out his Detroit office in 1954 


when the pressure of work required too 
much research and travel. 

Parke Davis and Company commis- 
sioned Mr. Thom to do, "The History of 
Pharmacy" which resulted in forty out- 
standing paintings valued at one million 
dollars. Other works for which Mr. 
Thom's services were obtained were, 
"Great Moments in Medicine" again for 
Parke Davis; "History of Michigan" for 
Michigan Bell Telephone Company, "His- 
tory of Illinois "and he is presently work- 
ing on "History of Printing". 

Mr. Thom also works in portraits. 
The portrait of Harlan A. Davis who was 
Superintendent of Schools when Port 
Huron Junior College, now St. Clair 
County Community College, was founded 
in 1923 , still hangs in the lobby of the 
main building. 
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His interest in art and evidence of 
his talent goes back to kindergarten and 
followed him all through school. Mr. 
Thom’s mother, Mrs. Max Thom, gives 
much credit for stimulating his early in- 
terest to Mrs. Beatrice Thornton, a well- 
known art teacher in the Port Huron 
Schools, now retired. 

Mr. Thom and his wife, the former 
Nellie Sheffer, reside in Birmingham, 
Michigan. They have two fine sons and a 
grandson. 

John Milton Burrell-1937 



John Milton Burrell graduated from 
Port Huron High School in 1937. During 
the years 1939-1941, John fought as a pro- 
fessional prize fighter. However, his 
ambition was to study law. 

During World War E, John worked 
for the Dow Chemical Corporation. Feel- 
ing extremely frustrated with life, former 
plans and ambitions faded away. John 
wanted to do something with himself. He 
wanted to feel alive. 


At an early age, John accepted the 
Lord Jesus Christ as his personal Savior. 
However, he was not active in church af- 
fairs until twenty-one years of age. De- 
siring to know more about the creator and 
his creation, John became more active in 
the Metropolitan Baptist Church. He nev- 
er gave much thought to entering the 
ministry. However, he had an irresist- 
able desire to help people. 

John finally responded to the call of 
the "Great Commission" of "Go preach 
my Gospel". He immediately entered the 
Michigan Theological Seminary and School 
of Religion. 

He later served as pastor of his home 
church the Metropolitan Baptist Church 
in Port Huron. After two years he accept- 
ed a call to the Second Baptist Church at 
Monroe, Michigan. He served his con- 
gregation from 1946 to October 1952. At 
this time, John accepted a call to the 
Shiloh Baptist Church of Akron, Ohio. 
During his tenure at Shiloh Baptist Church, 
some three hundred persons were added 
to the church rolls. 

On September 1, 1957, John founded 
and organized the Prince of Peace Bap- 
tist Church in Akron, Ohio. Thirty-two 
people started in the newly organized 
church. Meeting in a school for four 
years, the congregation grew strong. 
Easter Sunday 1962, the congregation 
marched into their new building to the 
singing of "Onward Christian Soldiers". 
Today the church has six hundred and 
thirty-seven members, three choirs, a 
missionary department, and Sunday 
School. 

Having served his community in 
many capacities over the years, John 
continues to serve as: 

1. President of the "Akron Minister- 
ial Alliance of Akron and vicinity" 

2. Board member of the Scouts of 
America, Akron Branch, Council 
of Churches. 
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3. Recording Secretary of the Con- 
gress of Christian Education of 
the "Progressive National Baptist 
Convention of America, Inc." 

4. Board member of the Community 
Action Committee (Poverty Pro- 
gram) 

5. Mayor's committee for racial u- 
nity. 

Brigadier General 
Russel F. Gustke-1937 



After graduation from Port Huron 
High School, where he played football and 
basketball, Russell Gustke was graduated 
by Port Huron Junior College, attended 
Michigan State University, the University 
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of Minnesota, and the University of Hous- 
ton. 

He saw active combat service in Eu- 
rope and Africa in the World War U. He 
shot down a German plane and returned to 
help his comrades when he, himself, was 
shot down and was obliged to walk back to 
his base which was a six day ordeal. 
General Gustke wears the Silver Star, 
Distinguished Flying Cross with two oak 
leaf clusters: the Air Medal with six- 
teen oak leaf clusters, and the Purple 
Heart Medal. 

General Gustke flew more than one 
hundred sixty-five combat missions. He 
has been attached to the Ellington Air 
Force Base in Houston, Texas since I960 
and the first general officer to command 
the base in its forty-three year history. 
He was named brigadier general in 1961. 

When in high school he was given the 
Clarence Phare Memorial Aware for out- 
standing sportsmanship. 

General Gustke and his wife, Geral- 
dine, have four children. 


Colonel Stewart Spencer-1938 

Stewart was graduated from Port 
Huron High School in 1938. He attended 
Port Huron Junior College for one and 
one half years before enlisting in the 
United States Air Force where he spent 
the next twenty-three years. 

During his career in the Air Force, 
he was attached to the air transport com- 
mand flying supplies and personnel where 
needed. He was assigned for six years to 
fly the Canada -Alaska lanes, and from '49 
to '52 he flew supplies and personnel to 
and from Europe. From 1952-1955 Colo- 
nel Spencer was stationed in Hawaii at 
which time he flew a Boeing Strata-cruis- 
er during the Korean Conflict. Besides 


taking supplies and personnel to their 
various destinations, he flew French 
wounded via Tokyo to Hawaii to San Fran- 
cisco to Massachusetts. From Massachu- 
setts these wounded men were taken back 
to France. 

Probably the most colorful part of 
Stewart Spencer's career were the seven 
years he was stationed in Washington. 
Here he flew government officials, both 
of the United States and other countries. 
Among the people he had as passengers 
were Presidents Eisenhauer, Kennedy, 
and Johnson, as well as the Presidents of 
Italy, France, Mexico, Panama, and 
Nicaragua. After his seven year assign- 
ment in Washington, Colonel Spencer was 
transferred to Frankfort, Germany where 
he served in the European Command Post 
and acted as head of the post at various 
times. Colonel Spencer retired from the 
Air Force in 1964. He now works for 
Via Air Incorporated at St. Clair County 
Airport where he transports mostly "just 
ordinary" people. 

Colonel Spencer and his wife, the 
former Helen Green, also a Port Huron 
High School graduate, are the proud par- 
ents of four sons and two daughters. They 
currently make their home up on the 
shores of Lake Huron. 


Stewart Spencer 




After high school Mr. McIntosh at- 
tended the University of Michigan and re- 
ceived his law degree. He was a World 
War n fighter pilot, was shot down over 
France, evaded capture and spent nearly 
three months serving the French under- 
ground. 

Robert McIntosh was named assist- 
ant St. Clair County Prosecuting Attorney 
in 1950 and State Republican Chairman in 
1952. He was named acting postmaster in 
1953 and postmaster in 1955. In 1957 and 
1958 he was the United States Representa- 
tive from his home district including Port 
Huron. In 1963, Governor Romney ap- 
pointed Mr. McIntosh chairman of the 
State Public Service Commission and two 
months later named him his executive 
assistant for legal affairs. While in Con- 
gress, Mr. McIntosh was elected to the 
G.O.P.'s "Hall of Fame" for his success. 

In 1965 Mr. McIntosh was named by 
Governor Romney as director of the new 
State Department of Commerce. 
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John B. Swainson-1943 



John was graduated in June 1943 and 
enlisted in the army that same year. He 
was seriously wounded in Metz, France 
on November 15, 1944 and was transferred 
to a hospital in England where he re- 
mained until February 1945 when he was 
returned to the United States. After get- 
ting back to his native country and home 
state, John had to spend another year in 
Percy Jones Hospital at Battle Creek. 

Upon release from Percy Jones, John 
entered Olivet College where he studied 
for a year and one half after which time 
his doctor advised him to go to a warmer 
climate. He transferred to the University 
of North Carolina at Chapel Hill and was 
graduated with a law degree in 1950. Re- 
turning to Michigan, John went into social 
service work in Detroit while he was 
waiting to take the Michigan Bar Exam to 
become accepted by the Michigan Bar. He 
then entered a law practice with Kausman 
and Coleman Law Firm. 


John was interested in politics and 
ran for the State Senate where he served 
for three terms. Following this experi- 
ence, he became lieutenant governor for 
one term and followed this with a term as 
Governor of Michigan. 

Since his service to his state as gov- 
ernor, he went back to private law prac- 
tice \intil he ran for and was elected Cir- 
cuit Judge of Wayne County. 

Everyone is proud of John Swainson's 
courage and achievement and Port Huron 
High School is particularly proud to have 
produced so fine a person and a governor. 

Mr. and Mrs. Swainson have two 
sons and one daughter. 

David Staiger -1946 

Among Port Huron High School's 
many fine graduates, we have one who 
earned for himself the distinction of be- 
coming a Rhodes scholar, 

David was graduated from Port Huron 
High School in January, 1946 and finished 
out that year at Port Huron Junior Col- 
lege. The following year, he went to 
Michigan State University at which time 
he transferred to the University of Wis- 
consin. He graduated in 1951. It was 
while he was at the University of Wiscon- 
sin that he was awarded a Rhodes schol- 
arship, His next two years were spent at 
Oxford University in Oxford, England, 
where he majored in political science and 
economics, receiving his degree in 1953. 

Upon returning to the United States, 
he spent one semester at Yale University 
studying law before entering military ser- 
vice. After two years, Mr. Staiger was 
discharged from military service as a 
First Lieutenant. 

In October 1959, Mr, Staiger again en- 
tered government service; this time as an

economist in both the Department of De- 
fense, Robert S. McNamara, and for -the 

Federal Reserve Board. He resigned 
from his government service in beptem- 
ber, 1967 to accept a position with the 
Ford Motor Company, as an economist.

Group in Reston, Virginia. In May 1967 
he went to Winooski, Vermont to St. Mi- 
chaels Playhouse where he played in sum- 
mer stock and also taught classes.

zine money for many school activities: 
band, cheerleaders, student lounge in 
new building, etc.; sponsored foreign 
exchange program since 1953; canned 
goods drive for Salvation Army at Christ- 
mas; sponsored dances and dinners; 
planned assembly programs for many 
different occasions; liaison between stu- 
dents and administration; membership in 
National Association of Student Councils, 
Michigan Association of Student Councils 
and Eastern Michigan Association of 
Student Councils.

The National Honor Society 


Despite the "waywardness" of each 
"younger generation", many fine young 
people, throughout the years of Port 
Huron High School's history, have been 
recognized by the School for their diverse 
abilities and contributions. One way of 
honoring these students has been by elec- 
tion to the National Honor Society. 

The Port Huron Chapter of the Na- 
tional Honor Society was established in 
1922. This was the year after the Society 
was founded in Washington, D. C. by the 
National Association of Secondary Princi- 
pals, who recognized the need to focus 
attention upon the many outstanding stu- 
dents contributing so much to the welfare 
of their high schools. There were 14 
charter members in that first Port Huron 
Chapter, chosen for their scholarship, 
leadership, character, and service. An 
active chapter was maintained for twenty- 
four years, and in those years nearly 
three hundred outstanding students were 
elected to membership. 

In 1964 the Chapter became inactive, 
because the faculty felt that there were 
students deserving of recognition who 
could not meet the rigid scholastic quali- 
fications required by the National Honor 
Society. For twelve years other means 
of honoring outstanding students were 
used. Then, in 1958, the chapter was re- 
activated at an all- school assembly where 
thirty-three seniors and six juniors were 
initiated. There is now no honor con- 
ferred by the Port Huron High School 
greater than the election to the National 
Honor Society. 

Throughout the years, various means 
of electing students to the Society have 
been employed. Originally, the faculty, 
at an informal meeting, nominated and 
voted on those students to be honored 


from a list of students who ranked aca- 
demically in the upper one-third of the 
graduating class. No more than fifteen 
percent of that class was permitted to be 
initiated. Later when the mid-year grad- 
uating classes were discontinued, no more 
than ten percent of the junior class rank- 
ing in the upper one-third of the class was 
chosen with the seniors. 

As the size of the graduating classes 
increased, the need for objective methods 
of selecting the outstanding students was 
apparent. The present point system of 
selection evolved as the result of exten- 
sive study. Only students with a 3. (B) 
average, or better, are considered for 
nomination. These students are rated 
numerically by the faculty on each of the 
four cardinal objectives of the Society: 
scholarship, leadership, character, and 
service. The total ntunber of points for 
each student is tabulated, and the final 
selections are made from the points accu- 
mulated. Names are omitted on the final 
ballot. No more than fifteen percent of 
the senior class, ten percent of the junior 
class, and five percent of the sophomore 
class may be elected. In 1963, for the 
first time, sophomores were selected on 
a provisional basis. 

The members of the Chapter have gone 
into all walks of life in this community 
and others. Many of them are still quiet- 
ly and effectively demonstrating their 
"enthusiasm for scholarship, their desire 
to render service, to promote worthy 
leadership, and to encourage the develop- 
ment of character. 
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Music in Port Huron High School 


Music in Port Huron High School be- 
gan as a definite part of the curriculum 
in 1910, Before that time, bits of singing 
took place very infrequently and mostly 
from a four-by-five-and-a-half-inch book 
known as The Knapsack . 

In 1902, Miss Edna Fraser became 
the first supervisor of music in the Port 
Huron Public Schools. Formal music ed- 
ucation was started at that time. Miss 
Fraser served in this capacity until 1943 . 
During her period of service, an excellent 
grade program was established and de- 
veloped (vocal only), and a start towards 
a program for the high school. Miss 
Fraser herself conducted choruses in the 

high school during this period and Miss 
F ranees Brown, who taught Latin and also 
played the violin, gathered together elev- 
en young players, ten boys and one girl, 
and formed the first orchestra. 

In 1919, credit was first given for 
Music Appreciation and Orchestra, to 
agument credit in Vocal which had already 
been established. 

Mention may be made here of an u- 
nique project known as a "Music Memory 
Contest", which was participated in by 
the students under the direction of Miss 
Fraser. Selections from the classics 
were studied by means of records and 
lectures. This was a nationwide activity 
and Port Huron won several prizes. Many 
citizens still recall the project with grat- 
itude for the life-enrichment they gained 
at that time. 

Instrumental music came into its own 
in 1923 , when Mr. Ernest Straffon joined 
the high school faculty. Mr. Straffon was 
a band man and he began immediately to 
build up a band. He was followed a year 
later by Mr. Leonard Challinor, who was 


a string expert and who established an 
excellent high school orchestra. He also 
gave private violin lessons and, in a short 
time, had, in addition, produced a Junior 
College Orchestra and A Kiwanis Club 
Orchestra. 

These instrumental groups followed 
the same line of excellence that Miss Fra- 
ser had established and P.H.H.S. was on 
the map in the instrumental field as well 
as the vocal. (In 1928 - 29 , P.H.H.S. band 
was the official band for Camp Custer). 

Upon Miss Fraser's retirement in 
June 1943, Miss Bess Hyde was chosen to 
succeed her. Because of the current "de- 
pression", the orchestra was allowed to 
die. Its place was filled by vocal music 
since no expensive instruments are needed 
for singers. Vocal music, on the excel- 
lent foundation provided for by Miss Fra- 
ser, continued to flourish and thousands 
of P.H.H.S. Alumni have been exposed to 
the best in vocal music. 

The Port Huron High School band, un- 
der the able direction of Mr. Straffon, 
also grew in size and in excellence. P.H. 
H.S. band is now under the second to none 
in high school band circles. 

Besides voice technique, ensembles 
and choirs, solo training and theory were 
offered. In addition to the daily classes 
mentioned above, each Monday noon a 
huge chorus assembled in the auditorium 
for an hour of fun and profit. All of these 
groups were presented in concert during 
the year. Small groups were greatly in 
demand by service clubs and other organ- 
izations. 

One of the P. H. H. S. choir s most im- 
portant contributions to the local scene 
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was the annual presentation of a Christmas 
concert in the Desmond Theater. This 
obtained for ten consecutive years, from 
1943 to 1954 . During this period also, on 
several Good Fridays, appropriate music 
was featured. 

(Editor's comment -- Miss Bess 
Hyde, through her love for music and 
through her devotion to the art of teaching 
music, has contributed immeasurably to 
development of music in Port Huron High 
School and in the community. ) 

An especially unique and interesting 
study for P.H.H.S. choir in recent years 
was the production of Gilbert and Sullivan 
Operas, under the direction of Jimmie B. 
Lobaugh, who directed the choir for eight 
years. This activity was a treat for the 
community as well as an enrichment of 
the music program for the students. 

Over the years both choir and band 
attended and participated in various state 
and local festivals, the most memorable 
among the vocal being the Bach F estivals 

in Ypsilanti under the direction of Fred- 
erick Alexander. Yearly state festivals, 
where ratings are involved, continue to be 
an incentive as well as a rewarding ex- 
perience. 

Regional festivals were yearly events . 
These included the Down River cities and 
Sarnia, the last being an International en- 
deavor, which was enjoyed by both sides 
of the St. Clair River. Of all the arts, 
music is queen.

Football 1894 to 1968 


In compiling the history of the Port 
Huron High School Athletic program down 
through the years we find it impossible to 
cover everything in detail. We found that 
the first organized football team was in 
1896 and for a period of four years one of 
the stars was Ted Sherman who la+er be- 
came a navy hero. Another athlete in the 
late 1890's was Circuit Judge Fred 
George. Football and baseball were the 
only sports carried on in these days 
compared to a well-rounded twelve sport 
program now in effect. 

Tubby Myers came to Port Huron in 
1908 as coach and athletic director from 
Western Michigan. This is when the 
athletic teams at Port Huron High really 
got started. Mr. Myers, known as 
"Tubby” to everyone, was a wonderful 
man and loved by all and, to the old tim- 
ers, "Tubby" Myers meant clean athlet- 
ics. The teams in those years played 
their games at the southwest corner of 
Griswold and Seventh Streets. The boys 
would go home and dress at home and 
then walk to the practice field. Th's field 
at Griswold and Seventh was flooded in 
the winter time for skating. There was 
a shack at one corner which was used for 
a dressing room to change their skates. 
The City band played on the roof of this 
old building on Sunday afternoons when 
the townspeople would gather for an 
afternoon of skating. 

We played teams from the following 
cities; Alpena, Ann Arbor, Bay City, De- 
troit Central, Detroit Eastern, Detroit 
University School, Flint, Mt. Clemens, 
Saginaw. 

The toughest games we had were the 
Detroit Central, Detroit Eastern, and 
Detroit University School. Late in the 
fall of 1913 our Port Huron team members 


were passengers on one of the old side 
wheelers on their trip north to play Al- 
pena. It must have been quite late in the 
season because hunters were going for 
deer. It was a terrifically rough sea and 
the boat had to lay over at Harbor Beach 
all night. On the next morning we started 
across Thunder Bay for Alpena and the 
team members were seasick. It was so 
late when we arrived at Alpena we left 
the boat in our football playing clothes 
and went directly to the field. Most of us 
were in no shape to play football and I 
remember Polly Akers, our quarterback 
at the time, got hold of the ball to run for 
a touchdown and. ... he ran in the wrong 
direction.

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Football Before 1920 

The playing field during this period 
was located at the corner of Griswold and 
Seventh Streets. The field area was 
about one square block and was enclosed 
bv a wooden fence about eight feet high. 

The coaches were Melvin J. ’’Tubby*' 
Myers as head coach and Bill McIntosh 
as assistant coach. 

The school furnished each player 
with pants and sweater. The boys 
dressed at home and walked to the play- 
ing field. The interurban street cars and 
train were used to transport the boys to 
out of town games. All the games were 
played on Saturday afternoon. The field 
was marked off on Saturday morning by 
the coaches and players. 

In the year of 1919 the games were 
played at the north end of Pine Grove 
Park. The team dressed at the Y.M.C. 
A. which was located on Sixth Street and 
then walked to Pine Grove Park and back 
to the ”Y” after practice and games. The 
boys then had the benefit of using the ”Y” 
showers and swimming pool. 

It was not until 1919 that the boys 
were provided with shoulder pads and 
head gears for the first time. 

Football 1920 to 1930 

In this area, 1920 to 1930, the Big 
Reds won 28 and lost 21 football games. 
The highlight of the area was the 1925 
State Championship team which was un- 
defeated. Coaches were Baldy Bonnett, 
Sod French and Ernie Gerke. 

The teams competed in the old 
Southeastern Michigan League. The 
league started with five teams and in the 
late 30's had a membership of seventeen 
schools. Some of the members of the 


league were: Mt. Clemens, Birmingham, 
Monroe, Wyandotte, River Rouge, Ford- 
son, Grosse Pointe, Highland Park, 
Royal Oak, Pontiac and many others. 
From this league of seven teams came 
the present day leagues - Border City 
League, Eastern Michigan League, South- 
eastern League and the Valley City 
League. 

The teams in this period played their 
games at the old Watkins Field on 24th 
Street in South Park. 

State Champs 1925 

It is always the hopes and expecta- 
tions of a coach to produce a champion- 
ship team. This time the answer started 
back in 1922 when a team was put together 
by Ray Bouslog. This team »-eally played 
the challenger. Battle Creek, beat them 
badly and won the State Championship. 

Port Huron for many years had been 
looking forward to another State Cham- 
pionship which in the next few years was 
beginning to shape up under the guidance 
of Baldy Bonnett, Head Coach and Sod 
French, Bill Macintosh and Tommy Tom- 
linson, very able assistants. Tubby My- 
ers was athletic director. The 1925 sea- 
son was one of the happiest that Port 
Huron has ever had. This team wound up 
the season by not losing a game or even 
having their goal line crossed, a record 
that still stands today. Following are the 
squad members of the 1925 team:

Footboll 1930 to 1940 

This area of football the Big Reds 
won 65 and lost 18 games and were State 
Champions in 1937. The team practiced 
and played at Watkins Field in South 
Park. Some of the finest football players 
to represent Port Huron High School 
were developed during this period. Many 
of these boys were selected for All-State. 
Among those that were outstanding were: 
Bill Woodward, Hank Ceasor, Gus Hill, 
Booker Hazely (considered by many as 
the greatest halfback ever produced in 
Port Huron High). Other outstanding 
players were: A1 Dimon, Ed. Roberts, 
Don Keith, John MacDonald. Interest be- 
gan to grow during this period for the 
need of new athletic facilities. The field 
at South Park was seven miles from the 
high school, and the dressing facilities 
were terrible. Also the crowds back in 
those days could not be handled and spir- 
ited citizens began talking about getting a 
new athletic field. Brick Fowler was the 
football coach during this area. 


Football 1940 to 1950 

In this area the Big Reds won 111 and 
lost 88 games. The coaches were Char- 
lie Cook, Frank Secory and Harry Ander- 
le. 

In the early 1940's we still played at 
South Park but in 1944 we moved to the 
Grand Trunk Park. This was the begin- 
ning of night football and through the ef- 
forts of Ike Snyder, who was a foreman 
at the Grand Trunk, we started night 
football. The lights were a long ways 
from the modern lighted football field of 
today. One game with Midland had to be 
called off late in the fourth quarter be- 
cause the lights went out. 


In 1947 we moved to Memorial Park 
where we played on a makeshift field 
which ran east and west where the pre- 
sent clubhouse stands. 

Stars in this area where a number of 
All-State men: Jack McKay, Layle Cun- 
ningham, Frank Staiger, Tim Crull, 
Charles Miller and Charles Staiger. 

FOOTBALL-1940 

The 1940 team won 1 game and lost 7. 
The coaches were: Charles Cook, head 
coach, and Jack O'Hara and Malcolm 
Crawford, assistants. This type of sea- 
son that a coach would say with tongue in 
cheek, "We are building character. " 

FOOTBALL-1941 

The Big Reds were on their way back 
having won 3, tied 1 and lost 4. It was a 
season of playing in the mud each Satur- 
day - rain, rain and more rain. Coaches 
were: Charles Cook, Jack O'Hara and 
Malcolm Crawford. 

FOOTBALL-1942 

Under the direction of a new head 
coach, Frank Secory, a new system 
-namely the T-formation carried the Red 
and White 1942 team to a winning season 
scoring 4 wins and 3 losses. This sea- 
son developed many yoxing players for the 
next year. Coaches were: Frank Secory, 
head coach, and Malcolm Crawford as 
assistant. 

FOOTBALL-1943 

Captain Charlie Myron and the Big 
Reds won 6 games and lost 2. They 

proudly regained possession of the "Keg" 

trophy from Mt. Clemens High and re- 
established "Esprit de Corps. " Coach 
was: Frank Secory. 

FOOTBALL-1944 

The Big Reds won 3, lost 4, tied 1 
game in 1944. The coaches were: Harry 
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Anderle and Ted Sutherland. 

The tie game was the saving grace 
of the year with Mt. Clemens which per- 
mitted the Big Reds to keep possession 
of the "Kee” trophy. Co-Captain John 
Hazely had one distinctive honor, against 
Crosse Pointe he carried the ball on 
every play in the second half to win 24-6. 

FOOTBALL-1945 

Season record was - won 6 and lost 
3. Also kept the "Keg! " In a new league, 
the Big Reds finished third and played 
night ball for the first time at Grand 
Trunk under the lights. We should say, 
"What lights?" but it was fun. Captain 
Hazely, with a badly sprained leg, never 
missed practice and added legend to the 
proud Hazely name. He later became the 
outstanding leading scorer at Wayne Uni- 
versity for many years. The "45" team 
also graduated Dave Staiger, Big Ten 
Medal winner at the University of Wis- 
consin, and also cnosen outstanding play- 
er of "U, W. " - who gave up his last year 
of eligibility to become a Rhodes Scholar. 

FOOTBALL-1946 

This year the Big Reds won 6 and 
lost 3 and moved up in the league taking 
second place behind Mt. Clemens and, of 
course, lost the "Keg" trophy. However 
they did develop a strong nucleus for the 
next year. 

FOOTBALL-1947 

This was an undefeated year with a 
record of 9 wins and 0 losses. Jack Mc- 
Kay and Layle Cunningham gave the team 
tremendous speed. The reserves were 
especially strong and the competition for 
regular positions was keen. The "Keg" 
became another feather in the Big Red's 
war bonnet with the League Champion- 
ship. Jack McKay was elected to All- 
State Football Team. 


Footbali 1950 to 1968 

In this area our record was 71 wins, 
81 losses and 8 ties. The Big Reds had 
two championship teams in the 1950's; the 
1951 and 1952 teams were undefeated. At 
one time they had a string of 27 wins 
without a defeat. 

Many All -State boys played on the 
teams in the early 1950's: Jim Dickinson, 
who later became Head Coach for the Big 
Reds, Tom Fead, Ray Wine, Jerry 
Thomas, Bob Yeager, A1 Davis (an All- 
State Fullback and believed by many to be 
the best place kicker ever to come out of 
the Big Red's camp), and Charles Hazely 
(the last of the great Hazely boys). Other 
stars of the early 1950's were: Charles 
Staiger, Tom and John Anderle, Bob 
Durant, Ray Atkins, Dave Winfield, 
Chuck Winkleman, Bob Boyd, Jack Brad- 
ley, Wilbur Noble, Alec Haynes, Louie 
Masters, Lyle McAuley, John Fuller and 
many others.

Port Huron High School enjoyed consid- 
erable success in athletics during the 
1920's. Melvin J. "Tubby" Myers direc- 
ted sport activities during this period. 
This respected and likeable fellow not 
only secured outstanding coaches for the 
athletic system, but also used his great 
talent to generate fine school spirit and 
to mold the character of students partic- 
ipating in all areas of sports ... his per- 
sonality dominated high school athletics 
in the twenties . 


In the early twenties several outstanding 
gridiron teams represented Port Huron 
under the capable coaching of Harold 
"Brownie" Springer --really great teams 
-- when you consider winning seasons 
playing against Saginaw Eastern, Bay 
City, Lansing, Detroit Northwestern, 
Flint, Saginaw Arthur Hill, Detroit Cen- 
tral and Mt. Clemens, In the late twen- 
ties football continued to flourish with 
many fine teams under the coaching of 
Ernie Gerke and Cecil "Brick" Fowler. 


Many outstanding teams in football, bas- 
ketball, baseball and track represented 
the red and white during this period. The 
1925 football season was one of the hap- 
piest in the annuals of Port Huron High. 
This team won every game and achieved 
even more fame by ending the season 
with their goal line uncrossed. They 
were recognized throughout the State as 
champions for 1925. Charles "Baldy" 
Bonnett headed the coaching staff which 
included M. J. "Tommy" Tomlinson, 
Ralph "Sod" French and William "Bill" 
Macintosh. 


Basketball had moderate success in the 
twenties. The high point of achievement 
was reached in 1928 when Port Huron 
reached the state semi-finals and were 
defeated in a close hard fought game by 
Detroit Northwestern. 

Ralph "Sod" French coached baseball 
during all of the twenties and in the won- 
lost column was Port Huron High's most 
successful coach. In competition with the 
strongest teams in the State he continual- 
ly produced winning teams. Among other 
achievements, French's teams were 


Southeastern Michigan League champions 
in 1924, 1925, 1926. 

Port Huron was represented by some 
great individual performers in track but 
always lacked the team balance so neces- 
sary to win championships. Track's 
greatest success was the 1920 team of 
Coach F. X. Lake which was undefeated 
in dual meets. 

All home games in football and basketball 
were played at Walkins Field in South 
Park. The field is now used as a parking 
lot for Prestolite Company employees. 
Basketball games were played in the 
Washington Jr. High Gymnasium on 
Tenth Street. 

In the early twenties girl's basketball 
was very popular at Port Huron High and 
great performances were turned in by the 
Saint Denis girls, Marion Kimball, Vel- 
ma Kiener, Elizabeth Coyle, Minnie 
Pressel and Mary Morrison. The teams 
were ably coached by Miss Peters and 
Miss Aldworth. 

Hundreds of athletes wore the red and 
white colors in the decade from 1920 to 
1930. Many of them achieved consistent 
performance and game after game suc- 
cess -- some rose to great heights at 
opportune times. An attempt to list all 
of the great and near great performers 
during this period is obviously impossi- 
ble. Kudos, however, to a few who won 
some of the cEff-hangers and brought 
much joy to their classmates at Port Hur- 
on High. , . Mac Watterworth, a stellar 
performer at tackle in the early twenties 
...Cecil Turner and Leo Draveling, 
footballers in the mid-twenties . . . Harry 
Richards xinquestionably the best baseball 
player to ever don a glove for Port Huron 
High ...Harold Dean the first red and 
white basketball player to make an All- 
State first team, and to Chuck Langford 
and Hugh Ross outstanding athletes of the 
early twenties who performed in the 
"star class" in football and baseball and 
basketball. 


C. 'Brick ' Fowler 



Brick Fowler was born in England and 
came to Greenville, Michigan when he 
was eleven years old. He graduated from 
Greenville High School in 1922 and from 
Western Michigan University in 1926. He 
attended the University of Michigan, 
Northwestern University and the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. He retired in Jvine 1967 
after teaching three years in St, Clair 
High School and thirty-eight years in Port 
Huron. 

His football teams won the State 
Championship in 1928 and in 1937 and his 
basketball teams won 11 Regional Champi- 
onships. 

Brick had been City Summer Play- 
ground Director in Port Huron since 1929. 
He was County Chairman of the March of 
Dimes for five years and, while chairman, 
raised over a half-million dollars for the 
March of Dimes. He is a life member of 
the local Lions Club for forty years. In 
1961 he was awarded the Freedom's Foun- 
dation Award and was awarded the Teach- 
er's Day Award at the State Fair in 1962. 
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He helped found and has been Secre- 
tary - Treasurer of the Michigan High 
School Coaches' Association since its be- 
ginning in 1955 . He was made a member 
of the Michigan High School Coaches' Hall 
of Fame in 1957. 

He has been a member of the Board 
of Directors of the Port Huron - Y.M.C. 
A. since 1935. He is a Charter Member 
of the National High School Coaches' As- 
sociation. 

Basketball 1908>1968 

As far as records go, basketball 
started in the year about 1908. Games 
were played on the third floor of the old 
K. of C. Hall which was at the northwest 
corner of Huron Avenue and Murphy Boul- 
evard. Very few spectators attended the 
games in those days and in 1922 the Wash- 
ington Junior High School was built and the 
high school practiced and played their 
games there. This was the home of the 
Big Red's games xintil 1935 when the old 
Monarch Bowling Alley, which was located 
on what was then Broad Street and is now 
our fine McMorran Sports Arena on Mc- 
Morran Boulevard, was remodeled and 
they took the second floor out of the bowl- 
ing alley and made a gymnasium. This 
was the first time that our students were 
able to have physical education classes,. 
Our school began growing in the area, ten- 
sion was high in basketball, and the 
townspeople began talking about a new 
high school. We had close to 2, 000 stu- 
dents going to a school that was built in 
> 1907 for 750 students. 


in the Detroit area that made up this 
league. 

In the 19 30' 8 to the 1940 's many of the 
leading teams in the state were added to 
our schedule including Toledo Scott, To- 
ledo Libbey, Toledo Waite, Lansing Cen- 
tral, Saginaw, Flint Northern, Flint Cen- 
tral, Pontiac, Fordson, Kalamazoo 
Grand Rapids Union, Grosse Pointe, Roy- 
alOak and many high class teams through- 
out the state. From 1930 to 1940 the Big 
Reds won eight regionals. Interest was 
running high. Townspeople were trying to 
get into the games but couldn't because 
the gym wouldn't hold enough. This aided 
us in getting a new high school on 24th St, 

Down through the years there has 
been many, many outstanding basketball 
players and All-State men, to name a few. 
Hank Ceasor, Gus Hill, A1 Dimon, Max 
Dalrymple, Alex "Shep" Emerich (be- 
lieved by many fans to be the outstanding 
basketball player ever to represent Port 
Huron High). Other stars were: Bill De- 
bsre, Jim Crawford, Dave McCulloch , 
Norm Pettengill , Cuddy Patterson, Vern 
Cote, Malcolm Crawford, Chuck Cowley, 
Gleason Reanaud, Ed. Roberts, Jack O'- 
Reilly, Jim "Peanuts" Washington, Ralph 
Ingerson, Don Schatzline, Frank Toth, 
Bob Hobden, Bob Schlitts, Fred Phare, 
Wayne Bovee, Ray Everitt, Don Thomas, 
John Hazely, Jerry Alexander, Andy Bal- 
ogh.

Track 1930-1968 


Track started about 1930. The teams 
worked out at White Park and Pine Grove 
Park. The first cinder track was at 
Memorial Park in 1944. All through 1930 
the Athletic Department kept track alive 
hoping that some day they would have a 
cinder track and, thanks to the District 
Foundation, we finally moved into our 
fine cinder quarter -mile track in 1944. 

Track became a permanent sport at 
Port Huron High in 1944. The coach at 
this time was Harry Anderle, who worked 
without assistance. The following year 
Port Huron entered the Eastern Michigan 
League. This was the beginning of along 
series of track meets and league meets 
between Eastern Michigan League Schools. 
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That year, 1945, also saw the begin- 
ning of the first E.M.L. annual track 
meet. Birmingham won this first meet 
with Port Huron finishing fourth. The 
meet was held June 1-7 at Ferndale. 

Some of the members of that early 
1945 team that scored points were: Reed 
Maes, fourth in High Hurdles and third in 
Low Hurdles, Ken Proctor, sixth in the 
2 00 Yard Dash and second in Broad Jump, 
Poyne, first in Mile, Andy Balogh, first 
in 880 and Anderson, second in the Shot 
Put. 

In these earlier years many Port 
Huron athletes left their marks on the re- 
cord books of the Eastern Michigan 
League. Andy Balogh set a 2:11.1 record 
in 880; Lyle Cunningham set a 10, 6 record 
in the 100 Yard Dash in 1948. That same 
year Sass held the High Jump record at 

5' 10 1/4" . 

Gorinac ran a 53. 0 in the 440 in 1949. 
Bud Way was a double record holder with 
a 15. 8 High Hurdle record and a 23. 5 Low 
Hurdle record also in 1949. McHugh took 
over Balogh's record in the 880 with a 
time of 2:04.7. Albert Russell in 1952 
took the 440 in the record time of 53. 0. 
Russell then set a new mark of 52.0 in 
1953. Richie Robbins then lowered this 
record to 51.4 in 1957. 


Port Huron came closest to winning 
an E. M. L. League Meet in 1950 when they 
finished second to Ferndale with 44^ 
points . 

In 1955 Lyle McAuley paced the thin 
clads by setting records in the High Hur- 
dles (15.5) and Low Hurdles (20.4). He 
was high point man for three years with 
264.25 points. Jim Hines held the Broad 
Jump record with a distance of 20' 11". 

Harry Anderle continued as track 


coach up to 1956. In 1957 Ned Baumgar- 
dener, a teacher at Washington Junior 
High, became the new track coach. His 
assistant was Charles Richards. That 
year Mike MacDonald set a record of 10. 1 
in the 100 Yard Dash. By 1958 Mike had 
set a new record of 10.0 and 22.4 in the 
220 Yard Dash. Mike went to State that 
year. 

In 1958, Jerry Thomas became track 
coach at Port Huron High. Jerry was a 
former track man at Port Huron and held 
the Pole Vault record of 11' 4" in 1952. A 
few of the outstanding athletes on Jerry's 
teams were; Steve Bankson, Basketball 
Coach at Port Huron High. Steve set a 
record of 4:41 in the Mile. Bernie Palma- 
teer. Football Coach at Northern High, 
was a Shot Putter. Gary Laughlin, a 
graduate of the Naval Academy, a Miler, 
Dick Cooley, son of School Board mem- 
ber, Richard Cooley, were among the 
outstanding boys of this area. 

In I960 - Chip Bankson broke his 
brother's Mile record with a time of 4:37- 
. 6, still a record today. The 880 Relay 
team of Skip Cohoe, Bob Hoffman, Jim 
Hoffman and Fred Thornton set a record 
of 1:34.8. 

In 1961 - John Dohn put the Shot 51 feet 
and three-quarters of an inch for a new 
record. That year a sophomore sensation 
called Larry Butler ran the Low Hurdles 
in 20. 9. 

In 1962 Charles Richards, assisted 
by Jim Bates, became Head Track Coach. 
That year Larry Butler scored 94^ varsi- 
ty points, set records in the High Hurdles 
of 19.6 and Low Hurdles of 15.45. Eric 
Price set a record in the 220 of 22.2. 
The Mile Relay team of Jay Alexander, 
Leroy Dake, Jim Vigrass and Wes. Mor- 
ris ran 3:39.6. John Vivens Broad 
Jumped 21' 2 3/4". Dick Ferguson Vault- 
ed 11' 6i".

1963 was the biggest track year in 
port Huron High's history. The team 
won six meets and lost two but more im- 
portant they won the Regional Champion- 
ship at Warren-Fitzgerald High. Port 
HuronHigh's first track trophy . The "63" 
team set eleven records that year and 
scored a total of 593j points. Larry But- 
ler set a record (14. 6) in the High Hurdles 
and 19.4 in the Low's, High Jumped 6' 
and anchored the 880 Relay team. John 
Bivens jumped 23 feet as well as running 
on the 880 Relay team. Wes. Morris set 
a record in the 880 Run of 2. 00:2. Louis 
McAuley Pole Vaulted 11' 11". 

In 1964 - Dave Himmel set a 100 Yard 
Record of 9.9. Mike Shoulders lowered 
the 220 to 21:55. Bob Wedge, Walt Thom- 
ason, Jim McMillan and Mike Shoulders 
set a Mile Relay record of 3.31:4. Jim 
Cates tied the High Jump record at 6 
feet. 

Gordon Soflinwas the assistant coach 
in 1963 and 1964. In 1965 Lowell Spiess 
became assistant coach. That year the 
Times Herald and Port Huron High start- 
ed the Invitationals. Port Huron athletes 
that scored in this meet were: Jerry No- 
ble, first in the High Jump; Jerry Nichols 
was third; Larry Eichenberg took a sec- 
ond in the 880; Jerry Noble a fifth in the 
100 Yard Dash. 

Jerry Nichols tied the High Jump 
mark of 6 ft. in 1966. Bill Seeley Pole 
Vaulted 12 ft. for a new record. At the 
Regional Meet that year, Ed. Distelrath 
was fifth in Low Hurdles. Jerry Noble 
took a fourth in the 100 Yard Dash. Dur- 
ing the Port Huron Invitational Meet, 
Jerry Nichols took a fifth in the Shot Put. 
Our 880 Relay team was third and Bill 
Seeley was second in the Pole Vault. 

The 1967 track season saw five boys 
qualifying for the State Meet. The Mile 
Relay team of Tim Pinnex, Phil McIntyre, 
Bud Walters and Ed. Distelrath also set 


a new varsity record of 3.29:9. Jerry 
Nichols qualified for State in the High 
Jximp. The Mile Relay team also finished 
fifth at Central Michigan Relays. In the 
Port Huron Invitational Joel Thomason 
took a fifth in the Shot Put. Joe Herman- 
dez was second in the Two Mile Run. The 
880 Yard Relay team was third. Ed. 
Distelrath was second in the Low Hurdles 
and the Mile Relay team took a first.

Baseball 1890 to 1968 

Baseball started at Port Huron High 
School around 1900 with scrub games in 
vacant lots. The first organized baseball 
games were played at the southwest cor- 
ner of Griswold and Seventh Streets about 
1912 to 1920. 

Stars in this area were; Fred Lam- 
lein, Jerry Collins, Mark Connolly, 
Brownie Springer, Sod French and Bill 
Macintosh. 

In 1920 the teams moved to Watkins 
Field in South Park. 


Baseball 1920 


Baseball was played in South Park on 
what is now the Presto-Lite parking lot. 
The field was the one that was used by the 
Port Huron team in the old Michigan On- 
tario League and when that team disbanded 
the high school obtained the field. 

The field was a long ways from the 
high school (on Erie Street) and the play- 
ers got to practice any way possible-street 
car or walked. The clubhouse at the field 
was a wooden building and had many holes 
in it, both in the sides and floor. It was 
heated by an old pot-belly stove which was 
real warm if you were lucky enough to 
dress next to it. Hot water for showers 
was provided for by a gas heater and a 
sixty gallon tank and after about the first 
dozen showers the water was very cold 
for the rest. The clubhouse was cared 
for by a man named Lomlin and was affec- 
tionately called "Dad." In 1932 the play- 
ers were provided transportation to and 
from the field by the Board of Education 
in private cars. 

In spite of the inconviences baseball 
was a popular sport in high school and the 
high school would always play the best 
teams from Flint Northern, Flint Central, 
Kalamazoo, Ferndale, Fordson, Royal 
Oak, Pontiac and many smaller schools. 

In 1947 the baseball games were 
played at the Memorial Park Field where 
they had a fine playing field and a beauti- 
ful clubhouse. Instead of private cars the 
teams now travel to their away games by 
bus and of this writing. Port Huron is 
still one of the most feared teams by other 
high schools in the state. 


Each practice session the boys 
dressed at the old high school gym, on 
the present site of the McMorran Sports 
Arena, and jogged up to the park. The 
equipment was stored in the trunk of Mr. 
Heering's car. Practices were held from 
4 o'clock until each boy had been given a 
chance at fielding and hitting. A train, 
which came from the north and passed 
through the park at a quarter of seven, 
signalled the termination of practice. The 
old call, "She's tooting for the crossing, " 
(Thomas Street) would be followed by, 
"Anyone who hasn't batted yet get up and 
take a few swings, this is it. " 

The field was too small for baseball 
and ground rules were necessary for the 

short right field. A convenient bush in 
right-center field determined the differ- 
ence between a ground rule double and all 
you could get. The right field foul line 
extended across the park road and the 
pitcher had to wait for a car to go through 
before he pitched the ball. Frank Staiger 
ran into a car while retrieving a batted 
ball during a game. On many occasions 
well hit balls landed on the upper porches 
of the homes on Prospect Place for 
groxind rules doubles prompting Football 
Coach Harry Anderle to wonder how far 
you had to hit a ball to get a home run. 

Our opponents from the cities oouth 
of Port Huron objected mostly to the con- 
tinuously cold northeast wind which blew 
in from the lake. We seldom played a 
game in normal baseball weather. 

In 1946 team was co-champions of the 
Eastern Michigan League with 9 wins and 
3 losses. The team roster included: Jer- 
ry Alexander, Bill Bearss, Leon Bovee. 
Dick Cain, Ralph Fernandez, John Haze- 


ly, Jim Regier, Frank Staiger, Jerry 
Toles and Joe Zauner, 


Rosters included: 


1947 and 48 produced 15 victories 
against 11 losses and closed our stay at 
Pine Grove Park. Members of these 
teams included Ray Bouslog, Jerry Cain, 
Gene Crawford, Gerry Feick, A1 Goetze, 
BobHayman, Don Hicks, Lavern Gorinac , 
Bob Moore, John Piazza, Bob Riggs, and 
Lysle Smith. 


In 1949 the team moved to Memorial 
Park which afforded better playing condi- 
tions, but congested practice sessions. 
Four teams practiced there: Port Huron 
High, Port Huron Junior College, St. 
Stevens High, and Washington Junior 
High. The 1949 team won the Eastern 
Michigan League championship with a re- 
cord of 10 wins and 4 losses. Members of 
the team included Bob Alloway, Clarence 
David, Bob Goodwin, Dick Hoffman, John 
Jacobson, Bob Lewandowski, George 
Moss, Harold Northrup, Bob Perkins, 
John Ruiz, Ben Smythe, Charles Willis 
and Tom Zauner.

Cross Country 
1940 to 1968 

Cross Country started about 1940. 
They worked out at White Park and Pine 
Grove Park. The Big Reds have won many 
Eastern Michigan League Championships 
and place high every year at the Regional 
meets. 


1945 marked a new era in the athletic 
and recreational life of Port Huron - an 
era born of necessity and accomplished by 
ingenuity and persistent willingness to 
sacrifice time and effort for a common 
cause. 

Memorial Recreational Park, a me- 
morial to the veterans of World War U, 
was constructed at a cost of approximate- 
ly $300,000. The facility includes a sta- 
dium seating 5,500 people and lighted for 
night football. In the twenty-seven acres, 
there are also tennis courts, baseball 
fields, four softball diamonds, practice 
football fields, a quarter-mile track, and 
a large parking facility. 

Credit for this park does not belong to 
any one person. However, there were 
several moving forces that brought the 
project about. Among the principal ones 
were, C. V. "Brick" Fowler, athletic 
director of Port Huron Public Schools . 
Brick’s "swan song", long heard in Port 
Huron, waned when he assumed the role 
of the expectant father as the actual con- 
struction work got under way. 


Another school man who deserves a 
lion’s share of the credit is Howard D. 
Crull, superintendent of the Port Huron 
Public Schools. His night and day work 
assured the success of the project. 


Through the prodding of Crull and 
Fowler, FredL. Riggins, Sr., President 
of the Mueller Brass Company, along with 
other industrialists, business and pro- 
fessional men, offered to form a pool to 
start things going. That was the birth of 
the Port Huron District Foundation. 
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D. J. Mitchell, a member of the Port 
Huron Times Herald editorial staff, was

loaned on a part-time basis, to develop an 
educational and promotional program. 

The promotional program paid off. 
With a backing of sixty-nine organizations 
with a collective membership of 10,000, a 
campaign committee to get money to aug- 
ment the foundation treasury was formed. 
George C. Higgins, mayor, was campaign 
chairman. In ten days $113, 000 was raised 
to add to the $82, 000 already in the foun- 
dation treasury. 

With the money in the bank, the foun- 
dation entered into an agreement with the 
Board of Education on management and 
maintenance of the project. The founda- 
tion agreed to permit the school board to 
operate and manage the park for twenty 


years, while it retained a controlling lease 
with the stipulation that it would be oper- 
ated for the benefit of all interested 
groups, public schools, parochial schools , 
and non - school groups. At the end of 
twenty years, the Board of Education 
would gain full title to the property and 
facilities . 

The schools and community have en- 
joyed these facilities now for twenty years. 
The Memorial Park is still one of the fi- 
nest facilities of its kind in the state. 

We pay tribute to those who had the 
foresight and the drive to do something 
about creating for the schools and com- 
mimity, a facility that has enhanced both 
the educational and recreational programs 
of the community over the years.
